who, the advertisement said, were giving and would continue 


to give their trading stamps. 
As the Richmond Merchants’ Association had .resolved 


| to do away with the trading stamp nuisance entirely; had re- 


quested the News. to carry on a campaign of education 
against it, and had secured a promise from Senator Sharkey 
and ‘Aspemnblymati Callahan to vote for ‘the law abolishing 


trading stamps, we were somewhat surprised to read this list oh get) 
of local merchants who proposed, according to the advertise- SEES EA oe : — 


inent, to continue giving them. Accordingly we trailed out|== 


among them .to find out‘about the apparent glaring inconsis- 
tency, and interviewed over half of those on the list. , 

These merchants stated that the use of their names by 

the'trading stamp company in the advertisement was wholly 
unwarranted, and they did not authorize anything of the kind 
or have knowledge of it. Most of them had such stamps. on 
hand, but had not been able to give them away, as very “few 
people were collecting them. 

The Home Trading Stamp Company, a local concern, has 
quit, and so, knowing this, the outside outfit thinks it car 
butt in again and start something. 

A ban has been put upon this foolish business by the law; 
the local stamp organization has quit; ard now if our local 
merehants start up any more such derned nuisances they are 
very foolish, and will have nobody to blame but themselves. 

The women are to blame for this evil, and evil it is, in 
more ways than one. They should quit asking for or expect- 
ing something for nothing. It is not right; it is not business, 
and should be discouraged. Cat it out.
